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Introduction 

In June of 1986 the Government of Ontario 
issued the Proclamation of the Decade of 
Disabled Persons. With the proclamation came 
a formal commitment to promote the integration, 
participation and equality of Ontario’s disabled 
residents. As part of its role to carry out that 
mandate the Office for Disabled Persons 
presents, for the first time, detailed information 
on the disabled population of Ontario. The 
information is based on the analysis of data 
from the Canadian Health and Disability Survey 
of 1983—84 undertaken by Statistics Canada 
and provides a greater understanding of the 
status and needs of Ontario’s disabled citizens. 

The 1980’s has been a decade of increas- 
ing resolve to improve the status of disabled 
persons, both in Ontario and nation-wide. In its 
report, Obstacles, the Committee on the 
Disabled and the Handicapped (established 
by the Parliament of Canada in 1980) recom- 
mended that Statistics Canada develop a data 
base of disability statistics. Statistics Canada 
responded by implementing a nation-wide 
survey with results that have been published in 
three documents: Highlights from the Canadian 
Health and Disability Survey, Report of the 
Health and Disability Survey 1983—84, and 
Profile of Disabled Persons in Canada. 

In this report, the Ontario data is outlined 
in much the same format as that of the Profile of 
Disabled Persons in Canada for ease of 
comparison. It uses short texts and graphics in 
presenting a selective review of the survey 
findings. Emphasis is given to the demographic 
characteristics of the disabled population 
in Ontario and to factors which influence 
independent living. 


About the Survey 

The Labour Force Survey (LFS) is a monthly 
household interview survey conducted by 
Statistics Canada. It generates data for all 
Canadians except those living in the Yukon and 


the Northwest Territories, persons living on 
Indian reserves, full-time members of the Armed 
Forces and residents of institutions (who in 
total represent approximately three percent of 
the Canadian population). 

In October of 1983 and June 1984, the 
Canadian Health and Disability Survey was 
administered as a supplement to the LFS. Data 
from both surveys were combined and weighted 
to determine population estimates as of June 
1984. 

The survey was based on a sample of 
households that did not include group homes 
administered by an agency but did include 
private homes where a number of disabled 
persons lived. If any member of the household 
was identified as having a disability, that 
individual was included in the survey. Questions 
about disabilities were usually directly asked of 
the individual involved and therefore answers 
may reflect a bias introduced by a respondent’s 
willingness to admit (or claim) a disability. 

Children with disabilities were identified by 
a screening questionnaire and all interviews 
were conducted by proxy with a parent or 
responsible adult household member. The 
questionnaire identified children who had a 
long-term health condition, who used a pros- 
thesis (artificial limb), or who were limited in 
their normal activity by a health problem. Adults 
with disabilities were identified by a different 
questionnaire than that which was used for 
children. 

The screening questions focused mainly 
on disability arising from physical causes. A 
single question was asked on mental handicap. 
It was designed to identify severe types of 
developmental disabilities. However, information 
was not sought which would specifically identify 
persons with mental health or learning disabili- 
ties (except for children). 

The Canada Health and Disability Survey 
was the first national study to identify the 
disabled population by functional limitations. 


Some Definitions 

The Canada Health and Disability Survey 
was designed to reflect the World Health 
Organization’s definition of DISABILITY: “any 
restriction or lack...of ability to perform an 
activity in the manner or within the range 
considered normal for a human being’ This is 
distinguished from an IMPAIRMENT, “any loss 
or abnormality of psychological, physiological, 
or anatomical structure or function; and from 
a HANDICAP, “a disadvantage for a given 
individual, resulting from an impairment or 


disability, that limits or prevents the fulfilment of 


a role that is normal, depending on age, sex, 
social and cultural factors, for that individual” 


‘World Health Organization. Classification of Impairments, 
Disabilities and Handicaps. Geneva: WHO, 1980. 


Who is Disabled? 

Survey respondents were considered disabled 
if they responded positively to one of the 
following: 

having trouble performing any one of 17 
activities of daily living, 

* experiencing a limitation in the kind or 
amount of activity they could perform at 
home, work or school because of a 
long-term physical condition or health 
problem, 

* having a mental handicap. 

Only disabilities lasting longer than six months 
were included. The activities examined were: 

* walking 400 metres without resting; 

* walking up and down a flight of stairs; 

* carrying an object weighing five kilo- 
grams a distance of 10 metres; 

* moving from one room to another; 

* standing for long periods of time; 

+ standing, bending down and picking up 
an object from the floor; 

* dressing and undressing; 

* getting in and out of bed; 

* cutting own toenails; 

* using fingers to grasp or handle; 

* reaching; 

* cutting own food; 

* reading ordinary newsprint; 

+ seeing clearly the face of someone from 
four metres; 

+ hearing what is said in a normal conver- 
sation with one other person; 

* hearing what is said in a normal conver- 
sation with at least two other persons; 

* speaking and being understood. 

This definition of disability is broadly drawn and 
inclusive. It was intended to identify even mild 
levels of inpairment—levels which many of the 
persons affected would not consider disabling. 
Consequently, the estimates presented in this 
report should be viewed as approximating 
upper limits in identifying a disabled population. 


Characteristics of Disabled Ontarians 


Prevalence of Disability 

In Ontario, an estimated 937,000 adults (aged 
15 years and older) are considered disabled. 
This figure represents approximately 14% of 
the adult population (excluding those living in 
institutions). Nationally, almost 13% of the adult 
population report having one or more disabilities. 
In general, rural areas show higher percentages 
of disability than urban areas. 


Age Distribution—Children 

Among Ontario children (14 years of age and 
under, an estimated 114,000 (6%) were identified 
as being disabled. The disability rate for children 
was shown to rise with age from approximately 
5% at ages 0—4, to 6% at ages 5—9, to 8% for 
those aged 10—14. Across all age groups, more 
boys than girls were identified as having 
disabilities. 


Age Distribution—Adults 

On average, disabled Ontarians are older 

than non-disabled Ontarians. Thirty-six percent 
of disabled persons are age 65 and over 
whereas only 9% of non-disabled persons are 
65 and over. In contrast, only 7% of disabled 
adults are between 15 and 24 compared with 
25% of the non-disabled population in the 
same age category. 

The prevalence of disability among adults 
rises sharply with age. This applies to both men 
and women. However, a greater proportion of 
women (15%) than men (12%) over the age of 
15 report a disability. 

Elderly women are the group most repre- 
sented within the disabled population. Women 
aged 65 and over account for 21% of disabled 
adults yet they comprise only 5% of non- 
disabled adults. 
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Age and Marital Status 

When marital status was examined among the 
different age groups of men and women, some 
significant differences were revealed. The survey 
categorized adults as Single (never married), 
Married (including common law) or Other 
(separated/divorced or widowed). It indicated 
that as disabled men and women age, disabled 
women are more likely to be identified as 
Single or Other than disabled men. In fact, of 
disabled women 65 years of age or older, 61% 
(120,000) were either single, separated, divorced 
or widowed while only 24% (32,000) of disabled 
men fit into those categories. 

In other words, 79% of the 152,000 
unmarried disabled Ontarians over age 64 
were women. 

Disabled women are also more likely than 
non-disabled women to be unmarried as they 
age. While 61% of disabled women 65 years of 
age and over were either single, separated, 
divorced or widowed, only 53% of non-disabled 
women in this age group reported the same 
marital status. 

These figures suggest that elderly disabled 
women are more likely to be living without a 
spouse, and perhaps alone, than either elderly 
disabled men or non-disabled elderly women. 


Disabling Conditions 

Among Ontario adults, the disabling conditions 
most frequently identified were musculo-skeletal 
conditions, arthritis/rheumatism, heart and 
circulatory problems and disorders of the 
nervous system and sense organs. In terms of 
specific individual conditions, the most common 
were hearing disorders (reported by 20% of the 
disabled respondents) and musculo-skeletal 
problems of the back (17%). 

Among children, asthma (11%), learning 
disabilities (16%) and hearing disorders (11%) 
were the most frequently reported disabling 
conditions. 


Types of Disability 

To assist in describing the types of disabilities 
people experience (based on the 17 potential 
problems of everyday living outlined on page 2), 


five classifications of disability were established: 


Mobility, Agility, Sight, Hearing, and Speaking. 

Of these five, Mobility was the most 
frequently mentioned followed by limitations in 
Agility, Hearing and Sight. And it was noted that 
these disabilities were more prevalent among 
older persons than in younger adults.

Adults who had difficulty but were able to 
perform all of the activities examined were 60 
classified as mildly disabled. A fourth category, 50 
“degree unknown; included individuals who AO 
reported having difficulty with one or more of 
the activities but who were still able to perform 30 
all of them, plus individuals who reported 
having a mental handicap. 

On the basis of these classifications, the 
breakdown of disabled adults in Ontario would 
be: 54% mildly disabled, 23% moderately iad Od 601 
disabled, 15% severely disabled and 8% degree 
unknown. 

Examining the relationship between age a

Factors Affecting Independent Living 


Assistive Devices 

Modern technology has provided a wide range 
of technical aids and devices which are currently 
available to assist disabled persons in their 
daily living. The survey examined the need for 
and the use of such devices by persons 
reporting one of the five categories of disability. 

Among those who reported a visual 
disability, 16% indicated that they did not use 
any aids, while 13% indicated that they did 
have a need for specific aids but did not have 
them. 

Of the people who reported difficulty 
hearing, 64% stated that they did not use any 
aids while 20% indicated that although they 
needed specific aids, they did not have them. 

Finally, among the mobility-impaired, 61% 
stated that they did not use any aids while only 
5% reported that they needed but did not have 
specific aids. 

For all types of aids examined, the reason 
cited most often for not having aids was cost. 
NOTE: in August 1987, the Ontario Government announced the 
expansion of the Assistive Devices Program to serve persons of 
all ages for approved devices. 

Accommodation 

The survey posed a number of questions to 
identify and evaluate problems that mobility- 
and sensory-disabled persons were 
experiencing in their residences. And over 
60,000 of the respondents reported that they 
lacked special features which would assist 
them in entering or leaving their residence or in 
moving about within their home. The need for 
architectural modifications in the form of an 
access ramp, widened doorways or hallways, a 
street level entrance or handrails was reported 
by more than 50,000 disabled Ontarians; 
17,000 persons expressed a need for automatic 
doors; and 32,000 indicated that they require 
an elevator lift or device. 


A significant number of disabled persons 
also reported that they experience problems 
using appliances and fixtures in their homes. 
While the majority indicated “no difficulty;’ more 
than 110,000 persons reported having problems 
using bathroom fixtures, and 100,000 disabled 
persons said they experience difficulty with 
standard kitchen cabinets, 36,000 in using a 
refrigerator and 44,000 in using the kitchen sink. 

Many residences were reported as pre- 
senting access problems for their disabled 
occupants due either to architectural features 
of the residence itself, or to characteristics of 
the appliances and fixtures within the home. 


Personal Assistance 

Whether or not they use a technical aid 

or device, 48% of the disabled adults identified 
in the survey reported being completely 
dependent on personal assistance for one or 
more daily tasks; 20% require assistance for 
some activities, 29% need no assistance and 
3% did not respond. 

Typically, the reported degree of indepen- 
dence was shown to decrease with age. 
Among those 15—34 years of age, 44% reported 
being completely independent. In contrast, only 
18% of those 65 years of age and older 
reported complete independence. Across all 
age groups, women more often than men were 
identified as being dependent. 
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Education 

Among adults in Ontario, those with a disability 
tend to have a lower level of education than 
those without. While 39% of disabled adults 
have eight years or less of schooling, the 
comparative figure for non-disabled adults is 
much lower at 16%. 
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School Attendance 

Secondary school age (15—19) disabled 
persons are just as likely to be attending school 
as their non-disabled peers. This suggests 
improvements in integration taking place under 
the Education Amendment Act of 1980 (formerly 
known as Bill 82). Among those aged 20—24 
the ratio alters dramatically however, with 
non-disabled persons almost twice as likely to 
be enrolled in the educational system as 
disabled individuals. 

As agroup, disabled students tend to be 
older than non-disabled students. While only 
8% of full-time non-disabled students are 25 
years of age or over, 22% of disabled students 
fit into that age category. In some cases, this 
difference may be attributed to the fact that an 
individual’s disability can lead to his or her 
education being delayed or interrupted. 

Ontario has some 63,000 disabled 
students. Of these individuals, 10,000 (17%) 
are in special schools or special classes, 
42,000 (70%) attend regular classes full time 
and a further 14,000 (23%) attend mixed A ue ee 
classes. The survey yielded a non-response of 
3,000 students.

Employment 
During the survey, both disabled and non- 
disabled adults were asked about their 
participation in the labour force. Based on their 
responses, adults of working age (15—64) were 
Classified in one of three categories: Employed, 
Unemployed or Not in the Labour Force. 
Results indicated that disabled persons 
are less likely to be in the labour force than are 
non-disabled persons. And, the likelihood of 
labour force participation is very much related 
to the degree of disability. Whereas, at the time 
of the survey, 41% of mildly disabled persons 
were not in the labour force, 74% of severely 
disabled persons were in that situation. Of the 
approximately 604,000 disabled Ontarians of 
working age, nearly 154,000 (25%) reported 
that they had a long-term health problem that 
completely prevented them from working. 


Workplace Modification 
Of the estimated 304,000 disabled Ontarians 
who were employed during June of 1983, 
approximately 35,000 (11%) reported that they 
were provided with special equipment and/or 
special arrangements at work because of their 
condition. The types of assistance most often 
provided were: modified/different duties (49%), 
help from someone (32%), and special hours/ 
days (25%). It is important to note that these 
percentages total 106% as some respondents 
received more than one form of assistance. 

The survey data also indicated that approxi- 
mately 10,000 (3%) disabled Ontarians who 
were employed in June of 1983 needed special 
arrangements or equipment that was not 
provided by their employers. The types of 
assistance most often reported as needed 
but not provided were special equipment, 
modified/different duties, special hours/days, 
and help from someone. 

Looking at the compiled data from a 
different perspective reveals some interesting 
points. In examining the response to employed

disabled persons who reported needing heip 
from someone at work, results indicated that 
87% received the help required. The figures for 
the other types of needs examined showed 
58% received special equipment, 80% received 
special hours/days, 80% modified/different 
duties and 87% had other needs met by the 
employer upon request. 


Finally, a number of questions were asked 
about specific architectural features (i.e., access 
ramps, widened doorways, hand rails) which 
would be important considerations for many 
disabled persons. Of the estimated 304,000 
employed disabled persons in Ontario, approxi- 
mately 88% reported that they did not require 
any of the features mentioned. 


income 

The survey asked disabled adults about their 
income from all sources including wages, 
pensions and sources related to their condition 
or health problem(s). Findings indicated that 
49% of disabled adults in Ontario had earned 
less than $10,000 in the year prior to the 
survey. And among severely disabled persons, 
almost 58% reported incomes of less than 
$10,000 in the 12-month period. 

Sources of income, related to the indi- 
vidual’s condition, were also examined. Among 
all disabled adults, the following sources were 
reported: Veteran’s Benefits (3%), disability 
pension from CPP or QPP (8%), WCB Benefits 
(7%) and private disability insurance (4%). In 
Ontario, 78% of disabled adults reported no 
income in relation to their disability. 

Lastly, the survey examined the expenses 
disabled adults incurred, in relation to their 
disability, and for which they were not reim- 
bursed. One third of those surveyed reported 
that they had, in fact, incurred such expenses 
during the 12-month period prior to the survey. 
Yet more than three-quarters of these people 
(78%) indicated that the total amount of these 
expenditures was less than $1,000 in the year 
prior to the survey. 
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Transportation 

A number of questions in the survey focused on 
the access disabled Ontarians had to various 
modes of public transportation and how 
frequently they used it. Responses indicated 
that an estimated 56,000 disabled adults are, in 
effect, housebound due to their condition or 
health problem. These individuals constitute 
approximately 6% of the disabled adult popu- 
lation in Ontario. 

In the area of public transit, it was 
determined that 565,000 disabled adults in 
Ontario did have access to public transit. 
However, of these people, approximately 
124,000 (22%) reported some difficulty in using 
public transportation due to their condition or 
health problem. The most frequent problems 
identified were: trouble getting to the stop 
(50%) and trouble getting on or off the vehicle 
(75%). 

The survey also examined the need for, 
access to, and use of parallel transit services 
(special services for people unable to use local 
public transportation). An estimated 44,000 
disabled adults expressed a need for such a 
service. Of these, 47% reported that some form 
of special service was available in their area. 
Among those to whom this type of service was 
available 52% described their use of the 
service as almost daily or occasional, while 
42% reported that they seldom or never used it.
